Better pedestrian 
access at Lions Park

Bradford West Gwillim- 
bury has set its sights on 
improving its network of 
trails and pathways - and 
Lions Park, off Colbourne 
St., will see improvements 
as early as this fall. 

Currently, pedestri¬ 
ans walking on Colborne 
can access the north end 
of the park via an asphalt 
and gravel path, north 

the south end, pedestri¬ 
ans generally walk up the 
paved driveway that also 
handles vehicular traffic in 
and out of the park - since 


the sidewalk on the west 
side of Colborne ends at 
the drive. 

A report to council on 
Aug. 18 noted that the 
existing gravel portion 
of the north pathway has 
washed out “from time 
to time” and should be 
upgraded; it recommends 
extending the path to con¬ 
nect Colborne and the 
park's parking lot, and 
paving the entire pathway. 

Providing safe access 
at the south end is more 
problematic. Installa¬ 
tion of a sidewalk beside 
the driveway has been 
requested - but there is 


insufficient space along 
the south side of the drive¬ 
way, and too steep a grade 
along the north side. 
Instead, the report recom¬ 
mends designating a 1.5 
metre strip of the drive¬ 
way as a pedestrian walk¬ 
way, painting the appro¬ 
priate markings along the 
north side of the road. 

Councillor Gary Baynes, 
chair of the Active Trans¬ 
portation Committee, 
noted that he originally 
requested that the walkway 
be located on the south side 
of the driveway, starting 
where the sidewalk ends 
- but staff pointed out “it’s 


all about the sightlines of 
people driving in from the 
north and south.” The trees 
and shade along the south 
side could make it difficult 
to see pedestrians. 

“I’m very happy with 
the recommendation they 
came up with,” Baynes said 
in council, as councillors 
voted in favour of the pro¬ 
posals. 

Cost is estimated at 
$12,000, mostly for 120 
metres of asphalt path¬ 
way, to be funded through 
the 2015 capital budget for 
Parks Improvements, and

Another national failure 


T he Syrian crisis. 

The gut-wrenching photo 
of three-year-old Alan Kurdi, lifeless 
and facedown on the sand, has 
not only crystallized the tragedy 
of Syrian refugees, it has put a 
human face on yet another failed 
policy of the Conservative federal 
government. 

The Harper government initially 
set a limit of 1,300 Syrian refugees 
- but struggled to meet even that 
target. By cutting immigration staff, 
by insisting that the vast majority 
of refugees must be privately 
sponsored and setting high 
financial guarantees, by increasing 
the red tape and complexity of the 
paperwork, by underspending on 
the Immigration portfolio by $100 
million, the government practically 
guaranteed that the target would 
not be met. 

Now, Harper has announced 
that Canada will be accepting up 
to 10,000 Syrian refugees, over the 
next three years. 

That’s hardly an emergency 
response to a critical situation 
- especially since the fiscal and 
bureaucratic restrictions have not 


been eased, nor has there been 
any national effort to address the 
crisis, as there was when Canada 
welcomed 60,000 Vietnamese boat 
people in just 18 months. 

Let’s put this in perspective. There 
are an estimated 4.1 million Syrian 
refugees that have fled the double 
hammer of civil war between the 
regime of Bashar al-Assad and 
rebel forces, and ISIL advances in 

2.13 million refugees; Lebanon, 
over 1.2 million. Even Sweden, with

Moving forward with the Morris 
Road Drain improvements

Improvements to the Morris Drain 
are being proposed that will provide 
100-year flood protection, improve 
Morris Road, and actually restore some 
of the backyard property of homes 
fronting on Townsend and Buce, land 
that over the years has been eaten away 
by the existing drain. 

Engineer Kenn Smart appeared 
before Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Council on Sept. 1, to present his pre¬ 
liminary report and preferred option for 
consideration, for drainage improve¬ 
ments to the Morris Drain. 

Built in 1930, to protect the “Small 
Scheme" - the original Bradford Marsh 
- the drain serves a watershed of 
approximately 380 hectares,only some 
of it farmland. 

The preferred option includes a clear- 
out of brush and cleaning of the existing 
channel, south of the proposed South¬ 
east Arterial Road (SEAR) route, which 
crosses Morris Road south of Back St. 
The work will include rebuilding most 
of the backyards along the drain, add¬ 
ing as much as 1 to 2 metres, and wid¬ 
ening the Morris Road Allowance. 

North of the SEAR route, a new drain 
would be constructed, that would cut 
east and south through the Bradford 
Marsh, with berming for flood conttol. 
Culverts would ensure that the water 
will continue to flow between old and 
new drains, creating a loop that will 
connect with the Holland Marsh “small 
canal” at both ends. 

Smart estimated the total cost of the 
work at $1.867 million - which includes 
$807,500 for construction, $350,000 for 
engineering, and $300,000 for adminis- 
ttation. 

Of that amount, $130,000 would be 
assessed to the Bradford Marsh farm¬ 


ers within the drainage scheme. That 
works out to approximately $600 per 
acre; with the one-third OMAF (Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and Food) fund¬ 
ing for drainage works, cost would be 
$400 per acre. 

Smart recommended allowing 
farmers to pay that assessment over 
a number of years, to minimize the 
impact. 

As for the remaining $1,737 million, 
he proposed that it be “100% paid by 
roads” - meaning that costs won’t be 
assessed to individual “benefitting 
landowners" on urban lots within the 
drainage area, but to the entire munic¬ 
ipality, easing the potential financial 
burden. 

“Option 6 is one of the lower cost 
options,” Smart noted. The only cheaper 
options are a simple clean-out of the 
existing drain, “or do nothing.” 

The cost estimate includes a contin¬ 
gency and “allowance for unforeseen” 
of almost 25%; if there are no appeals 
or other legal challenges, those costs 
could come down, he said. 

Council voted to approve K. Smart 
Associates Ltd. to complete the engi¬ 
neering report on the Morris Road 
Drain, based on Option 6. 

The next step will be a site meeting 
with “affected landowners” in Octo¬ 
ber, final surveys carried out in Novem¬ 
ber, and final design and drawings to 
be completed in Spring 2016. A Final 
Report will be submitted in Summer 
2016, with construction taking place in 
2016-2017. 

The proposed work includes tribu¬ 
tary drains - the Back St., Edward St., 
Simcoe Rd., Line 6 and Reid Branches 
- but Smart explained that, although he 
included about $140,000 for the work, it 
requires a petition from roads to move 
forward.

Simcoe brought together local 
producers and farmers, and 
local chefs for an afternoon of 
culinary adventure at the Sim¬

Savour Simcoe has also been 
an opportunity to sample con¬ 
cepts at the cutting edge of the 
culinary arts, from the now- 
famous combination of bacon 
and chocolate, to kale as a new 

This year's trends included 
medleys of lightly grilled fresh 
vegetables, served with a light 
dressing or topped with sheep’s 


milk feta, and the in 
of blueberries. Georgian College 
chef Phil Leach created a dish of 
blueberry smoked duck served 
with blueberry cream cheese on 
a blueberry blini that had visi¬ 
tors lining up for samples.
